A Man altogether of. Englifl Intereſt, never 
did, andlikely never will Clubb with us, or 
project any thing for us, which may tend to our 
Advantage, that, may be the leaſt bar or pre- 
judice to the Trade, of England ; which is, the 
. only Nation in the World that impedes our 
Trade, as is manifeſt by too many fad Exam- 
x A 2 ples:

ples : If it had not been ſo, we might e're this 
have been in a condition of ſupplying his Ma- 
jeſty, when others (who have been more in- 
dulged) and forends too obvious, have refuſed 
to do it, 

The Imbargo upon our Welt-India Trade, is 
without parallel, conſidering we are the ſame 
Prince's Subjects: The like upon our Iriſh Cattel 
no leſs, an A& made by the Intereſt and FaRi- 
on of a few Landlords, not only to the preju- 


\ dice of a Kingdom as big and fertile (almoſt) as 


England;but to the diſ-accommodation of many 
thouſands in Fngland, as often as they are hun- 
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It muſt be allowed, That whoever Governs 
Ireland, will doit by Law ; and ſuch Orders 
as he ſhall receive from kis Majeſty : If ſuch 
may be by any thought grievous, will the Di- 
Rribution of them be worſe, coming through 
the hands of our Native Governour, than from 
a Stranger ? I ſay, there would be as' great a 
difference in the Concern for us, between the 
firſt and the laſt, as between the two Harlots

Ireland conliſts of divers Intereſts : The Irifh 
are pleaſed that they are under the Government 
of a Native , whole Relation , Deportment , 
and Friends, have removed all Jealouſfies of In- 
equality from them ; I will not ſay of their Re- 
ligion too, becauſe a Stranger may have that 
Qualihcation. 

And forthe Prittiſh in Treland , they have not 
the leaſt Reaſon to be dejefted , becaule they 
are ſufficiently ſecure: Our Governor's Edu- 
cation, his Stake he has in England , his moſt 
Excellent, Charitable, Engliſh Lady , himſelf 
deſcended from a Famou; Ancient Stock of Eng» 
liſþ Nobility, TAL BO T * A Name not leſs 
terrible to France, than it would have been to 
the Grand Uſurper, when in Ireland at the Siege 
of Drogheda, it our Governor had been thought 
as ripe for the Charge of that Town, as he was 
Brave at his Poſt in the Defence of it : Brave, 
to the laſt Extremity + And when he ſaw he 
could not die,he retired, when not above twelve 
Perfons were left that had not fallen under the 
moft ſavage Cruelties ; Ar laſt himſelf, careleſs 
(as always) of his own Security , fell into the 
hands of an Enemy, by chauce,more Generous 
than the Boyl-murdering General, who had nor 

power 
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' power like his thirſty Maſter, tro demoliſh one 


of the goodlieft Fabricks that Nature had fra- 
med. Thus Heaven preſerved him not for 
{mall ends, but firſt to ſhew himlelf and' the 
World what he durſt do,and then for the future 
Service of his Prince and Country, againſt the 
moſt Critical Occaſion that ſhould happen in 
the Age. | 
And as I have ſaid, the Britiſh have no rea- 
ſon to be apprehenſtve ; ſo I muſt ſay it is ver 
imprudent 1n any to demean themſelves wit 
that Immoderation towards a People of a con- 
trary Intereſt, as to give them apprenenfions of 
their future Security in a Change that may hap- 
pen : For Self preſervation is allowed by. God 
and Man; and no wiſe -Man- will leave any 
thing in hazard, he can put out of all danger ; 
He was a good Inſtructor tht ſaid, That Man 
was worſe than an Infidel, that provided not forbis Fas 
mily. Such laviſh inconſiderate Bablers itt all 
Changes have been the ruine of many an honeft 
Man, that has loſt his Head in che Crowd,ia'the 
preventing Methods (perhaps) of ſucceeding 
Evils : The moſt Men bite at the Stone, and tidr 
at the Hand that threw it. a

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I confeſs, as was obſerved the other Night, 
the Clamours againſt our prelent Governour 
have been great ; bur not by any conſidering, 
indifferent Men. If he had acted any thing 
of himſelf, without Orders of his Majeſty, he 
is faulty; bur it is very apparent he has not. And 
certainly if my Lord Tirconnel had refuſed to 
obſerve the King's Commands, there were 0- 
thers would have endeavoured it, There was 
as great a Clamour in England tor Continuing 
the preſent Army , as there was in Treland for 
Disbanding ſome Officers. I dare fay any 
Man might make his Fortune, that could make 
a plain Demonſtration to the King, That there 
was no occaſion for doing the one, or continu- 
ing the other, 

'The King and his Council having reſolved 
ſuch an Alteration in Ireland, as may put that. 
Kingdom upon ſo equal a Ballance , Thar all 
his Subje&s, of what Perlwaſion ſoever, may 
be uſeful to his Majeſty abroad, and the ſeve- 
ral Intereſts poiſed at home : Therefore be- 
cauſe this is New, it is Surpriſing ; but not to 
thoſe who conſider, That what is proper Phy- 


ſtck to a Natien at one time, may be Poyſon 
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at another, If che King be the moſt proper 
Judge, and his Commands not to be diſputed, 
then it was certainly a Vertue in him that un- 
dertook the rugged part of it, with reſerve to 
his own preſent Eale, or future Events ; az al- 
{o without regard to the Augmentation of his 
own Fortune ; tle which no Man can layto 
his Charge. 

Whether he wiſhed or adviſed ſuch an Alte- 
ration, as was alledged t'other Night, I know 
not ; but (in my Opinion) it was both Politick 
andReaſonadle, to give every Subject a poſli- 
bility of ſharing in the King's Favour, as he 
might deſerve : For example, It matters in Ire- | 
land were upon the ſame bottom they were 
four or five years ago, and that the King for 
the Safety of his Subjects, had occaſion to draw 

0000 Men out of Ireland into Flanders, would 
it quadrate with the Humour and Intereſt of 
the Britiſh there, or the Ballance of the Nati- 
on,to draw 30000 Proteſtants out of that King- 
dom,and to ſupply Recruits from time to time ? | 
If not, then 1 appeal whether it would be rea- | 
ſonable to expe& that the Roman Catholiques, 


who never received an Advantage in time of 
Peace, 
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Peace, and altogether Wndiſciplined, ſhould go 
only under Pay upon their Fighting-Days, and at- 
ter be Disbanded. What Bar this Conſtitution has 
been, or it continued might be, to the Glory 
and Advancement of the Engliſh Monarchs, is ap- 
parent. It has been the occaſion of Eſtabliſhing 
Animoſities berween-the King's Subjr&s, and of 
Spending the Revenue of that Nation, in the 
Maintenance of an Army for the Support ( with 
pardon [I ſay it) of State-miſtaken Meaſures. We 
may obſerve how Holland has maintained irs 
Spot, by making uſe of all Hands upon occaſi- 
on. There is an uſual Sea-Command in great 
Diſtrels of Weather, All Hands Alofr ! And up- 
on ſuch Occaſions, the Paſſengers are uſcful : It 
would be ſtrange it the Maſter ſhould prohibit 
any Man of a contrary Religion to his, from han- 
dling a Tackle , or trimming a Sail, to the ha- 
zard of his Life and Ship. 

I obſerve, there is no ſuch Bar to the Repea: 
ling of the TEST, as the Apprehenfions ail Im- 
plo ments have upon either Military or Civil Lifts, 
That when the Roman Catholiques {hall ſtand e- 
qualiy qualifted by Law with the Proteſtants for 
Imployments, that no other will be inplozed ; which 
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indeed is but reaſonable they ſhould expe&, 
conſidering how they have been Treated by o- 
thers. But his Majeſty, the grand Pilot, will 
never {ufter Matters to run again into a Channel 
ſo abſolutely oppoſite to the Intereſt of the 
Crown ; nor will any ſucceeding Prince, of what 
Religion ſoerver, as | really believe, And if his 
Majeſty ſhould think fir to make fome ſuch De- 
claratioz publick, I'm confident the Teft would 
not give bim much further trouble : It is In- 
tereft that is the Obſtrudtion, and nothing 
elſe, 

And no doubt the Parliament , whenever it 
pleaſes the King to call one, will Repeal ir, for 
ſeveral weighty Reaſons, fitter for Contemplation than 
Diſcourſe, over and above that grand Reaſon, 
That the Kinz would have it ſo, his Conſcience and 
his Honour obliging bim thereunto. And is 
to be hoped, that the King's Gracious Declarati- 
on for Liberty of Conſcience, will have fuch infla- 
eace upon the Proteſtant Diſſenters, a Rich 
Trading People, and who nave no ſmall ſhare 
in the Ele&ions, as well in Shives as Corporations, 
25 to move them to ule their Endeavours for the 
perpetuating this Freedom and Liberty, | 
That 
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That many Families, as you obſeryed tother 
Night, have quit Ireland, is certain ; though the 
King by his Chief Governour, and he by the 
Judges ,gave the Kingdom as much Aſſurance, and 
perhaps more,than conſiſted with the Intrigue of 
Stateto makepublick.It was the ſomation of {uch 
who had a Deſign to allarm all England, to begin 
a Confuſion in Ireland, and to lay our Families 
open toall the Miſeries that attend Rebellion, and 
in order thereunto, oblige the King to lay aſide 
his bold and uſeful Miniſter, than which nothing 
(in all Hunane Probability) could be more fatal 
inthat Kingdom at this Conjun&ure ; even to all 
bur choſe whole Intereſt it is to have a Stranger 
to their Perſons and Deportments ; ſuch who have 
depopulated the Kingdom , leſſened the Rene. 
nue, and puſht as far as Men-could do, without 
open Hoſtility, to Impoveriſh the Nation. And 
nothing contributed mere to the Conſternaring 
poor Innocent People , nor proved ſo Noific, as 
the falſe Relation of what paſſed upon the Ren- 
dezvouz, of two Regiments of Fort at Molingar ; 
where my Lord Tircomn'l viewed them : From 
whence it was reported through the three King- 
doms, That he turned out {ome Hundreds of 
B 2 brave 
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brave , proper , ſerviceable Men, and ftripr 
them, without conſidering what was' Due ro 
taem, | 

It being my chance, as a Traveller, to be an 
Eye-Witneſs of what paſt the two Days his 
Lordſhip was at Molingar ; I ſhall relate the par- 
ticular Paſſages of that Tranſattion ; and ſhall lay 
nothing more than what five hundred indiffe- 
rent By-ſtanders can Witnels to- be literally 
tre. 

The firſt Day there appeared only ( as I re- 
member, the Regim:nt ot the Lord Moutjoy ; a 
better I think I never ſaw, nor {o well Equipt : 
My Lord Tirconel and Colonel Hamilton view- 
edeach Perſbn of it, Man by Man: 1 obſerved no 
Alteration that Day was made in that Regiment, 


{ive in the Company of Granadiers ; {uch as were - 


not of a proper ſ1ze, were ordered to be chan- 
ged into other Companies ; which Offer, ſome of 
them refuled to accepr. | 

The next Day another Regimenc. came up to: 
the Ground ; which when his Lord/hip. had 


viewed, the ſeveral Captams were ordered to 


form their Companies; His Lordſhip tn. the Head. 


of every Company, ſpake in theſe Words :. Gentle- 
men, 
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men, lou are now to march to another Province ; and 
fuch of you who have Wives, Trade, or Concerns, by 
means of which you cannot attend your reſpefive Dus 
ties ; you may now have leave to 90 off, and you ſhall 
be paid to this day ; But ſuch of you that are not [0 
Clogged, and have a mind to Serve the King, are kear- 
tily Welcome. Alter which, ſeveral ſtrong able 
Men drew ourt,defiring their Diſcharges : Their 
Officers were ordered immediately to Accouat 
with them, and give them Ce1tificates to their 
ſeveral Agents; which done, they were accor- 
dingly Payed. And for thoſe who parted 
vvith their Nevv Cloaths, vvhich vvere only the 
Lord Montjoy's Men, vvho received their Cloaths 
but the very day before, yvith Orders to keep 
their Old ones,they vrere ſatisfied in the Treaſi- 
ry for them, as vvere all the reſt of the 4rmy that 
vvent off, 

Thevery ſame Day that this vvas tranſactd, 
t being vvith ſome Gentlemen on Dublin-Road, 
overtook ſeveral Parties ofthel2 Souldiers: They 
rold us they vvere turned out, becauſe they 
vvere Proteſtants and Engliſh-men; and they ma- 
naged this Matter yvith that Advantage, that 
they got ſeveral Collefions, not only in Ireland, 


bur. 


but in Eugland ; ſpreading the falſe Relation as 
well among the Innocent, as thoſe who were 
glad to hear it. And ſeveral of thoſe whe 
quitted the King's Service in Ireland, having for- 
mal Diſcharges, bave Liſted themſelves in Eng- 


land : And have heard ſome in Enyland won- 


der ſuch able Men ſhould þe turned our of the 
Army in Ireland, that are fit to be entertained 
here, or in any Army. I have therefore, Sir, 
inſerted this Matter, to undeceive you ; though 
his Majeſty we know may turn Our, or turn In, 
whom he pleaſes , without the neceſſity of 
ſhewing any reaſon why he does it. 

If it be a Crime in our Native Gorvernonr, 
as is alledged, That he gave little mean Im- 
ployments to ſuccour five of his Relations, who 
had been Sufferers, and Men of Quality, upon 
ſo great a Change: What was 1t in former 
Governours, who brought over as many Stran- 
oers to 18, as lickx'd up all the Imployments in 
Church and State ? Not only as faſt as they fell, 
but by Reverſions too, to the great Diſcourage- 
ment of our Jouth , and Learning, and to the 
Grief of the whole Nation.

It is no wonder they fhould refle& upon our 
Iiſþ Underftandings, that complained not, bur 
patiently lay under the weight of theſe Griewvan- 
ces, until Fortune did repent : In redrefſing of 
which, an Englifh Governour (of what Religion 
ſocver) would be as Aſſiſtant tous, as he would 
be to the Repealing of the two 48s of Parliament 
before-mentioned, which related to our Trade, 
or that of Poynings Law. 
| Iris very apparent , Thar Ireland breeds a 
a People capable of ſuch Inſtruftions, as may be 
of as much Uſe and Advantage to the King and 
Country, as any of his Dominions doth : For 
example, Thoſe who have applied themſelves 
tothe Law, have all arrived to thac Perfecti- 
on, that ic would be Injurions to name Parti- 
culars: And how Adroite to Arms , Foreign 
Countries can Witneſs, how Unfortunate ſo- 
ever at Home : Whilſt theic Negle&ed, Un- 
diſciplined Coxrage, like Weapons lockt up in 
muſty Scabbards, rgok ruſt, ſo that few could 
Draw in their Countries Defence ; and thoſe 
that did, ſcarce knew how to manage. Though 
iti obſerved, that the Youth and Mertle of no Na- 
tion are ſooner poliſht. Beſides, they fell uader 
the 
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the Conſideration of a Warlike , Diſcipliu'd 
People, ſeldom ſhockt : A Nation, which at 
that fatal time, having loſt her Pilot ; and not 
an{wering the Helm, run a-drift ; and fell ſo 
foul on Ireland, that ſhe ſplit the Land lo in flit- 
ters, that it is almoſt impoſſible to Cement ar.d 
Settle it again, or Recover its Ancient Land: 
Marks, | 
All Mea that are Strangers to a new Gover- 
nour, muſt have equal Credit with him, he can- 
not for ſome time (how diſcerning ſoever)make 
a Judgment how to diſtinguiſh Men, and di- 
ſtribute his Favours; and by that time, perhaps 
he i: removing, and then we have a new Court 
ro make. If it bea Misfortune to a Man to 
have bis Lot in a Subordinate Country, this Evil 
is no {mall Addition to it, '- 
The next Obſtruction of the Weal and Trale 
of our Nation, have been the Tories, in thetrue 
ſence ; for berween Whigg and Tory the King- 
dom is almoſt ruined. Molt Gowrernours ſo long 
as their ſeveral Cnarges remained ſteddy and 
ſafe in grols, mattered not much Particulars 
Which Maxim has influenced moſt of the middle
